| Dandelions On Lawns 


To kill the dandelions on your lawn, 
spray them with a solution of one and 
;a half pounds of iron sulphate to a 
gallon of water. Apply this amount to 
four hundred square feet of lawn. Sev- 
;eral days after the lawn has been 
‘mowed, apply this in the form of a 
|fine mist. If the soil is quite dry. 
water it thoroughly the evening before 
the spraying. The dandelions will turn 
|black and die. The grass may also 
turn black, but after a few days it will 
be all right again. Be careful in using 
the liquid as it will stain clothing and 
corode metal. If you have no sprayer, 
isprinkle it on the dandelions with a 
| whisk broom. An earthenware vessel 
or wooden pail may be used for the 
mixture.
